This  amount  is  based  on  a  1.87%  increase  in 
the  Department  of  Labor  Consumer  Price 
index  between  October  1,  1985,  and  Sep¬

Do  you  ieet  up  to  the  ideals  presented  in  the  article? 

A  recent  ARRL  bulletin  reminded  traffic  handlers  that 
the  proposed  handling  instruction  HXH  has  not  been 
adopted  by  the  ARRL  and  so  should  not  be  used,  KXH  was 
proposed  to  Bean,  “If  undeliverahle  as  addressed, 
cancel  message  and  do  not  send  service  message  to 
originator  / 

There  has  been  some  strong  opposition  to  this  proposal 
from  several  traffic  handlers,  and  the  National  Traffic 
System  f MTS)  staffers  have  not  endorsed  it.  The  objec¬ 
tion  is  that  HXH  would  represent  a  lowering  of  our 
standards:  traditionally  any  message  that  gets  into  the 
system  is  supposed  to  be  delivered  or  a  service  message 
sent  to  the  originator,  so  that  you  can  assume  a  mes¬ 
sage  is  delivered  unless  you  hear  otherwise.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  there  is  a  fear  that  asateurs  efforts  to  deliver 
other  traffic  say  also  suffer  of  HXH  is  adopted. 

The  proposal  originated  as  a  result  of  problems  encoun¬ 
tered  in  fair  traffic,  where  large  vol uses  of  messages 
are  received  from  the  general  public,  often  with 
guesseri-at  or  incomplete  addresses.  Sometimes  over- 
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wcrked  operators  get  things  »rom?  too,  and  a  big  stack 
°*  delivered  sessages .  results.  ,  If  »e  go  bv  the 
ruies,  there  will  be  an  equally  biq  stack  of  servirg 
sessages  cosing  to  the  originator  -  probabiv  several 
days  after  the  show  station  is  dismantled,  and  its 
operators  are  now  unable  to  do  anything  about  the 
traf.ic,  to  furnish  correct  addresses  or-  phone  numbers 
S£  the  senders  can  no  longer  be  reached. 

Traffic  people  say  HXH  is  not  the  solution,  hut  rather 
t/etter  organization  of  the  show  station.  Set  the  name, 
address  and  phone  number  of  the  sender  of  each  message, 
and^  keep  it  on  file  with  the  efessaqe  itself.  It  may 
t^ll  be  halfway  across  the  camtry ,  hut  get  it  anyway! 
Then?  if  a  service  message  comes  you  can  contact  the 
sender  either  to  ask  for  better  address,  to  saw  the 
message  cannot  be  delivered,  or  to  ask  permission  to 
cancel  the  message.  If  the  sender  is  not  within  the 
iocal  telephone  area,  s mi  a  radiogram.  It  may  well; 
change  the  sender's  opinion  of  Amateur  Radio  from  one 
or  skeptical  amusement  to  or^.  of  respect  for  serious 
communicators  who  spare  no  effort  to  deliver  traffic.

The  FCC  has  issued  its  Report  and  Order  and  PR  Docket 
"36-63  allotting  .examination  credit  for  written  elements 
passed  above  the  Novice  class. 

He  had  briefly  discussed  this  dgckbf  /in  the  October  13 
issue  of  The  ARRL  Latter  based  on  an  FCC  news  release. 
The  release  stated  that  the  new  rules  would  go'  into 
effect  December  1,  .  but  in  the  text  of  the  Report  and 
Order,  the  date  has  been  moved  back  to  .December  15, 
1986,  contingent  upon  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Badaet  approval  of  the  revisions  necessary  to  FCC  Fora 
610, 

In  the  RIO,  FCC  states  “The  present  method  of  first 
requiring  successful  ccspletion  of  the  telegraphy 
examination  elements  reflects  the  former  needs  of  the 
FCC  when  we  administered  examinations.  Under  the 
volunteer  examination  system,  it  is  clear  that  there  is 
no  reason,  to,  disallow  credit  for  a  written  element 
passed  within  the  previous  year.  If  VEs  find  it  useful 
and  convenient  to  administer  a  written  element  to  an 
applicant  who  has  failed  the  telegraphy  element  or  to 
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administer  written  elements  before  telegraphy  elements,, 
they  should  be  able  to  do  so.” 

The  Commission  will  also  extend  examination  credit  to 
those  awaiting  the  arrival  of  their  first  FCC  license, 
especially  those  who  have  passed  Elements  1(A)  and  12) 
under  the  Novice  V£  system,  Since  these  candidates 
usually  have  no  Certificate  of  Successful  Completion 
(CSCE),  they  will  be  given  ‘examination  credit  on  the 
basis  of  a  photocopy  of  their  pending  application, 

FCC  will  continue  to  require  submission  of  a  Form  610 
before  examination  and to  require  the  administering  VEs 
and  the  coordinating  VEC  to  forward  an  application  only 
when  the  candidate  has  completed  all  elements  required 
for  the  license.

ANTENNA  RAISING  INCIDENT 
Author  unknown 

I'm  writing  in  response  to  your  request  for  additional 
information  for  block  no.  3  of  the  Accident  Report  Form 
previously  sent  in  which  I  listed  the  cause  of  the 
accident  as  aPoor  Planning8,  To  answer  your  request 
for  more  detail,  I  trust  that  the  following  will  be 
sufficient. 

I  am  an  Amateur  Radio  operator  and  on  the  day  of  the 
accident,  I  was  working  alone  on  the  top  section  of  ay 
new  SO  foot  tower,  I  had  completed  ay  work  when  I 
discovered  that  I  had,  over  the  course  of  several  trips 
up  the  tower,  I  had  brought  up  about  300  pounds  of 
tools  and  hardware.  Rather  than  carry  the  now  urr 
needed  tools  and  materials  down  by  hand,  I  decided  to 
lower  the  items  down  in  a  small  barrel  using  the  pulley 
attached  to  the  gin  pole  on  the  top  of  the  tower. 

After  securing  the  rope  at  ground  level,  I  went  to  the 
top  of  the  tower  and  loaded  the  items  into  the  barrel. 
I  went  back  to  the  ground  and  untied  the  rope  holding 
it  tightly  to  insure  a  slow  descent  of  the  300  pounds 
of  tools.  You  will  note  in  block  no.  11  of  the 
accident  report  form  that  I  weigh  only  155  pounds. 

Due  to  my  surprise  at  being  jerked  off  the  ground  so 
suddenly,  1  lost  my  presence  of  mind  and  forgot  to  let 
go  of  the  rope.  Needless  to  say,  I  proceeded  at  a 
rather  rapid  rate  of  speed  up  the  side  of  the  tower. 
In  the  vicinity  of  the  40  foot  level  l  met  the  barrel 
coming  down;  which  explains  ay  fractured  skull  and 
broken  collarbone.  Slowed  only  slightly,  I  continued 
my  rapid  assent,  not  stopping  until  the  fingers  of  my 
right  hand  were  two  knuckles  deep  into  the  pulley. 

Fortunately,  by  this  time,  1  had  regained  my  presence 
of  mind  and  was  able  to  hold  onto  the  rope  in  spite  of 
the  pain.  At  about  the  same  time,  however,  the  barrel 
of  tools  hit  the  ground  and  bottom  fell  out  of  the 
barrel.  Devoid  of  the  weight  of  the  tools  the  barrel 
now  weighed  about  20  pounds.  I  refer  you  again  to  my 
weight  in  block  no,  11.  As  you  might  imagine,  I  began 
a  rapid  descent  down  the  tower.  In  the  vicinity  of  the 
40  foot  level,  I  met  the  barrel  coming  up  which 
accounts  for  the  two  fractured  ankles  and  the  lacera¬ 
tions  on  my  legs  and  lower  body. 

The  encounter  with  the  barrel  slowed  me  enough  to 
lessen  my  injuries  when  I  fell  onto  the  pile  of  tools, 
and  fortunately  only  three  vertebrae  were  cracked.  Tt 
sorry  to  report,  however,  that  as  1  lay  there  on  the 
tools,  in  pain,  unable  to  stand,  and  watching  the  empty 
barrel  m  feet  above  me,  1  again  lost  my  presence  of 
mind.  I  let  go  of  the  rope.
